To fs no use pretending that the 
currert developments fn north Indo- 
China ore anything but grave and that the 
Victminh Communists have mnde {mpor- 
tant gains at the expense of the French 
coloniat forces. The reverses suffered by 
the French authorities are strategically 
and psychologically important. The fall
